finished that day's work at 6:45 P.M. ot said he sontinuously 
employed by the hotel until November 26, oes aa on a tind date 
he worked from 7:46 A.M. to 12:11 P.M, "and quit because his 
hours were cut to two or three hours per day so he could get two 
meals each day, however, he seemed to think he would not be 
earning enough and told her he was going to New Orleans. 


She said that MURPHY was processed on November 1, 1963 
and that she believed he could have been confused about going 
to work on the 3ist of October when he was sent down to be 
interviewed by the Chef. 


She said he definitely was not put on the payroll until 
Movember 1, 1963 and that Mrs, KATIE MOORE, supervisor of the 
employees' cafeteria, could Om arg this fact. Nes, FISCHER 
seid she did not talk to MURPHY on the day he applied for work 
to him on several occasions after 


the Salvation Army and talked to a Mrs. BURNSIDE get a room 
for MURPHY about a week after he started to work at the hotel.
